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FREE HOLIDAY FILM FESTIVAL AT THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM 
OF ART FOCUSES ON PHOTOGRAPHY 


(Cleveland, Ohio) The Cleveland Museum of Art’s film year comes to a photo finish with 
this year’s Holiday Film Festival of fictional films about photography, presented in con- 
junction with the museum’s major exhibition Legacy of Light: Master Photographs from The 
Cleveland Museum of Art, on view through February 2. Five films will be shown in after- 
noon screenings between December 26 and New Year’s Day: Mike Figgis’s Liebestraum, 
Dec. 26; Jacques Demy’s The Model Shop, Dec. 27; Jocelyn Moorhouse’s Proof Dec. 28; 
Michelangelo Antonioni’s Blow-Up, Dec. 29; and Fernando Colomo’s Skyline, Dec. 31. As 
an expression of thanks to the museum’s film audience, admission to all the festival films is 
free. 

Film program coordinator John Ewing says “all these films may not be well known, 
but they’re well worth a moviegoer’s time. And the price is right’’ 


Thu/26 Dec, 2:15 Liebestraum (USA, 1991, color, 

113 min.) directed by Mike Figgis, with Kevin 
Anderson, Bill Pullman, and Kim Novak. Before he 
electrified the film world with Leaving Las Vegas, 
British director Figgis made this stylish but little-seen 
thriller about an architecture writer who becomes 
embroiled in intrigue surrounding the demolition of 
an ornate department store boarded up since a grisly 
murder. Rated R. 

Fri/27 Dec, 2:15 The Model Shop (USA, 1968, color, 
95 min.) directed by Jacques Demy, with Anouk 
Aimee and Gary Lockwood. The only American film 
by the French director of The Umbrellas of Cherbourg 
is another bittersweet tale of transitory love, but set in 
a vividly rendered L.A. The story concerns an ex- 
fashion mpdel working in a seedy photography studio 
and a young drifter with whom she has a one-night 
stand. A real rarity, shown in a 35mm studio print! 
Music by Spirit. 

Sat/28 Dec, 2:15 Pr6?o/ (Australia, 1991, color, 90 
min.) directed by Jocelyn Moorhouse, with Russell 
Crowe. A blind photographer is trapped in a bizarre 


love triangle in this intriguing tale of friendship, 
passion, deception, and betrayal. Winner of 15 
international awards, including the Australian Film 
Award for Best Picture. Rated R. 

Suii/29 Dec, 3:30 Blow-Up (Britain/Italy, 1966, color, 
111 min.) directed by Michelangelo Antonioni, with 
David Hemmings, Vanessa Redgrave, and Sarah 
Miles. A trendy, vacuous photographer accidentally 
captures what may or may not be a murder in one of 
his shots, and he tries to solve the mystery. This 
colorful, pop-art portrait of 60s London is also a 
weighty meditation on appearance- and reality, and 
sparked debates for years. Music by Herbie Hancock. 
35mm print! 

Mon/31 Dec, 2:15 Skyline (Spain, 1983, color, 
subtitles, 86 min.) directed by Fernando Colomo. The 
behavior and pretentions of New Yorkers are 
skewered in this semi-autobiographical comedy about 
a Madrid photographer seeking fame and fortune in 
Manhattan. Co-written by (and co-starring) Whit 
Stillman (Metropolitan). 
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
